The death of Alan Freed on Jonuvary 
20, marked the passing of an era. The 
mention of his name brings to mind - 
besides the music he made popular - black 
leather jackets, pegged pants, sideburns, 
pink hotrod Fords, James Dean, dancing 
in the aisles, juvenile delinquincy - the 
teenagia of the 1950's. 

He called himself “King of the Moon- 
doggers’”’ and was the man most respon- 
sible for bringing rock & roll and rhy- 
thm & blues into natienal, even world- 
wide, popularity as tapes of his programs 
were broadcasted in Europe. Although 
blues singers had been using the term 
“Rock me baby, roll me baby’’ for mony 
years before Freed was around, he claim- 
ed he invented this word “rock ‘n’ roll” 
on one of his early shows. For several 
years he reigned as undisputed king of 
the music, playing it exclusively on var- 
ious programs. | 

His popularity was matched on stage 
when he brought R&R performers to thov- 
sands of screaming teenagers in the big 
cities across the country. He was given 
the same hysterical support now accord- 
ed the Beatles. One show ended inFreed's 
arrest for inciting a riot when the aud- 
ience split up after the show and, occord- 
ing to police, started street fights. From 


then on, Freed and his big beat were ban- . 


ned in many cities. 

Adults criticized R&R for its monotony 
and sometimes suggestive lyrics. Freed 
answered the critics with charges of rac- 
iol bias. “Not a word was raised against 
R&R until | drew 80,000 persons, most- 
ly all Negroes, to the Cleveland orena." 

His final downfall came in 1962 when 
he pleaded guilty to charges of accept- 
ing bribes from several record componies 
for playing their releases. Then he moved 


to California where he accepted o posi- 
tion as disc jockey for a small FM radio 
station. 

During his early years in Solem, Ohio, 
he was a band leader, specializing in 
swing music. He storied his d.j. career 
in Pennsylvania, offer serving 2 yeors 
with the Army. His first program featured 
classical music and one of his unpublici- 
zed fovorites, till the doy he died, was 
Wagner's Ring” cycle. 

In 1954, he came to New York where 
he began his famous show on radio sta- 
tion WINS. He resigned in 1958. charg- 
ing thot the station didn't give him the 
proper backing when he was arrested for 
inciting a riot. From there he moved to 
WABC ond WNEW TV where he staried 
the first TV dance program and invited 
the top R&R singers to appear on his 
show. 


In the 1950’s Allan Freed was the king of 
R \’ R and idolized by millions. 


He had roles in a few motion pictures 
with titles like “Don’t Knock The Rock” 
and wrote several successful songs. One 
of them, “Sincerely,” was a big hit for 
the Moonglows and the McGuire Sisters. 

Someone once said that being present 
ot an Alan Freed rock & roll show was 
like having a front row seat for the San 
Froncisco earthquake ond no disc jockey 
since has repeated Freed’s phenominal 
success. Thousands still remember the slim, 
youthful looking figure walking out onstage 
flashing a smile a loud checkered sport 
jacket and a voice that sounded as though 
he always had a slight cold. 

Most of the big stars of the day owed 
their success to Freed, and disc jockeys 
today try to recapture the fervor of his 
programs. Although he is gone, ao part 
of him remains entrenched in America, 
in fact, the whole world. A two-beot stac- 
cato music called rock ond roll.0

i on the 18th of June, 1942. His name? - 
James Paul McCartney. Yes, the Paul Mc- 
Cartney, left-handed Beatle bass guitar- 
ist. Of course, when this photo was taken 
Paul didn't know a guitar from a violin 
and a beetle was a “‘creepie-crawlie.”’ 

His mother died when he was very young, 
but his father brought him and his brother 
__ up. He was named after his father and 
took after him musically as well. Before 

the war Mr. McCartney had a jazz band, 
and many years later when the Beatles 
____ were starting he often sat in at the piano 
during practices. A woman would come 
in daily to clean and to make some of 
Paul's meals, but Paul's father did a great 
deal to make a family life for his mo- 
therless children. 

Paul became involved in beat music 
at the time when the Shadows type of 
music was all the rage in England. All 
the groups here were trying like mad to 
imitate them. The groups spent hours prac-

ticing, trying to work out a Shadows-type 
stage routine. It seems crazy now, but 
anybody getting on an 86 bus in those 
days was liable to bump into young Paul 
McCartney taking his instruments down 
to the Cavern. Chances are, though, that 
nobody would look twice at the long-hair- 
ed youth sitting on the number 86 hold- 
ing a guitar case. 

He had met the other Beatles gradual- 
ly. George was encountered at the Liver- 
pool Institute High School. They were live- 
ly lads, but surprisingly they didn't stir 
the place up too much. They weren't ex- 
actly angels, though! Paul can dig back 
into his memory and remember sneak. 
ing into the toilets, or behind the air-raid 
shelters, for a quick smoke between les- 
sons. The institute is one of the best

lish schools, the school was divided in- 
to “houses."’ Each pupil is placed in a 
“house” at the start of his life in a 
school and is supposed to support it dur- 
ing sporting events, etc. The Institute is 
divided into “houses’’ and Paul was in 
Danson House. It's difficult to think of 
Pau! wearing a black and green school 
cap, isn’t it? 

Despite George's influence, Paul did 
well at school, even though playing in 
a beat group at night meant that most 
of his homework had to be done very 
early in the morning before school. Paul 
stayed on at school to study at Advan- 
ced level, and when he left he even had 


_a certificate in English Literature at Ad- 


vanced level, which is pretty good. 

John Lennon got himself in the pap- 
ers for fighting when he was drunk, but 
not to be outdone, Paul also got him- 
self in the newspapers at one point. He 
got his driving license taken off him and 
was banned from driving for a year for 
speeding. There was also a bit of trou- 
ble when a girl claimed that Paul was 
the father of her illegitimate baby, and 
her father was hopping mad. 

One New Year's Eve, during a Cav- 
ern “allnighter’’ (all night session) a young 
girl who was drunk was “dared” (by 
Paul's brother) to go up to Paul and kiss 
him. Of course, she did so. She flung 
her arms round Paul as he was coming 
off stage, kissed him...and fainted. A lit- 
tle while later the Beatles were at the 
top of the Hit Parade. | don’t know if 
Paul remembers the incident, but that 
girl certainly hasn't forgotten it. She's 
engaged now, but last week she said to 
me: ‘I was potty on Paul, then! It was 
gear kissing him'’. | bet it was.

You really can't tell whether or not 


a singing group has any talent by lis- 


tening to their record. Skillful recording 
engineers and musicol arrangers con make 
a giraffe sound like the world’s greatest 
singer. 

Not too long ago, we heard a new re- 
cord by a new group. We liked the sound 
of “The Boy From New York City’ so we 
called the Ad Libs’ manager, Bill Downs, 
ond asked him to set up an interview. 

“They'll be recording some time next 
week,” Bill told us. ‘Why don’t you come 
overand watch the session?’ 

A week later, we orrived at the Var- 
iety Arts Studios just as the group was 
about to begin. ‘What they’re doing to- 
doy,’’ explained Bill Downs “is simply mak- 
ing some demo records for their arranger. 
The arranger will take their vocals and 
write the instrumental backgrounds for 
each number.” 

This was to be the test, then. The group 
would be singing without benefit of a half 
dozen amplified guitars or saxophones. 
They didn't even have a piano player 
or drummer. 

The Ad Libs, four guys and one girl, 
grouped themselves around the microp- 
hones, one of them blew a note on a 
pitch pipe and that was it! Off they went, 
singing on key and on time. Even with- 
out the piano or drums mos? singers need 
to help them follow the melody or beat, 
the Ad Libs sounded great. 

During the next hour and a half, the 
Ad Libs recorded ten songs. With record- 
ing studio time costing a minimum of 
$15 or $25 an hour, you can bet their 
manager is glad to have a group that 
gets their work done quickly and very 
professionally. 

The Ad Libs, are from Bayonne, New 
Jersey. They were singing under the dir- 
ection of songwriter John Taylor when

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their manager, Bill Downs discovered 
them at a local New Jersey night club. 
Johnny Taylor had been in the music 
business for many years but he never 
got the big break he deserved. About a 
year ago he handpicked five young peo- 
ple to sing some songs he'd written. Johnny 
hoped to sell either the songs, the group, 
or both, to a record company. 

A tip off by the Jelly Beans, another 
group managed by ‘Bill Downs, sent him 
to the New Jersey club to see Mary Ann 
Thomas, Hugh Harris, David Ward, Norman 
Donegan and Danny Austin in action. He

couldn't believe that he had found such 
a polished group, smart dressers, never 
singing off key, and answering all requests 
from the customers in the club. With their 
sound they belonged on record. A contract 
was agreed upon and the group was taken 
to New York City to do a demo record... 
including “The Boy From New York City;”' 
which was written by John Taylor, 

After the demo was heard at Lieber- 
Stoller-Goldner they asked to hear the 
group in person. A record contract was 
signed and a new label was created...a 
new singing group born and a new hit 
recorded...which all adds up to Blue Cat 
records...the Ad Libs (Named after the 
famous club in London)...and “The Boy 
From New York City’’...all the first big 
hit of 1965. 

After their record clicked, the group 
made a nightclub tour of Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Akron, Detroit, and Buf- 
falo. Then they joined the Chuck Berry- 
Dione Warwick tour followed by a week 
at the New York Apollo Theatre. Dick 
Clark booked them for his spring and 
summer Caravan of Stars. Between dates 
they are appearing at clubs in the New 
York-New Jersey area. 

Audiences who have the pleasure of 
catching the Ad Libs perform in-person 
won't be disappointed. This is one group 
that sounds just as great “in the flesh” 
as they do on records. O

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Many years ago, a very clever man, named 
Walt Disney created a group of remarkably 
realistic wind-up dolls called the Mousketeers. 
They walked and talked and laughed and sang-- 
everyone said they were almost human. One 
of these dolls, a sprightly lass named simply 
**Annette,”’ grew up and was transformed into 
another kind of wind-up doll called a starlet. 
She could. roll her big brown eyes and wear 
bikinis and all the boys said ‘‘va va voom.” 
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In another part of the country - 
South Philadelphia to be exact -- an- 
other clever man put some dimples and 
curly hair and old Rudy Vallee records 
together and got a teen-aged singing 
idol doll he called “Frankie Avalon.” 

All over the United States, numerous 
wind-up dolls with a variety of skills 
were being created and were performing 
their primary functions - entertaining 
and making money. There was the 
“Miss Dr. Pepper” doll named Donna 
Loren who could sing and sell soft drinks. 
There were the Jody McCrea, John Ashley 
and Tommy Kirk dolls who were able 
to smile boyish smiles and occasionally 
ride a surfboard. There were the ideal- 
ized female dolls from Playboy maga- 
zine who folded in three places and had 
Staples in their navels. Playmates Donna 
Michelle, Teri Hope, Delores Wells and 
Joyce Nizzari put on-some clothes and 
became movie starlets. There were many 
other types of dolls, and they all wound 
up in Hollywood. 

One day James H. Nicholson and 
Samuel Z. Arkoff of American-Interna- 
tional Pictures, who had enjoyed great 
success with their Godzilla, Teen-age 
Frankenstein and Vincent Price dolls, de- 
cided to gather a few attractive, teen- 
age dolls like Annette and Frankie, put 
them into the rolling surf, wind them 
up and start the cameras rolling. With- 
in - few months something else start- 
ed iolling -- money. “Bikini Beach,” 
first of the skin and surf sagas, cost 
around 500 thousand dollars to film. 
So far, it’s turned in a profit of over 
two million bucks. The movie is still 
making the rounds in some of the 20 
foreign countries where American-Inter- 
national distributes its films, so the to- 
tal profit has yet to be tallied. 

Naturally, anything that successful had 
to have a sequel. “Muscle Beach Party” 
used the same basic cast (Annette, Frankie 
and the gang), the same basic plot (boy 
has girl, boy loses girl, boy wins back 
girl) and the audience response was the 
same. 

Next, “Bikini Beach’? and ‘Pajama 
Party’ came rolling off the assembly 
line, followed by ‘Beach Blanket Bin- 
go,” the latest to pack them in at-the 
friendly neighborhood drive-ins. 

“There have been those inclined to 
think that our series featuring what we 
call the Beach Party gang may be an 
act of riding a good horse to death,” 
said James H. Nicholson, president of 
American International Pictures. ‘‘These 
people either do not know very much 
about the history of this business or 
they do not remember the Pearl White 
serials served up to the intrigued youth 
of the 20’s, or the Tarzan features now 
being revived on television, or the Andy 
Hardy epics, or the Abbot & Costello 
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comedies, or how often Bing Crosby 
and Bob Hope hit the road.”’ 

The key word in the Beach Party ser- 
ies is youth. According to AIP execu- 
tives “the 15 to 25 age group com- 
prises 70 per cent of today’s movie go- 


ing audience,’’ Youthful activities like 
surfing, drag racing, sky-diving and 
rock ‘n’ roll play a major part in each 
film. 

Frankie Avalon adds, ‘‘When parents 
see pictures like ‘Bikini Beach’ they have

a good idea of what’s with the kids. 
And rock ‘n’ roll music isn’t strictly 
kid stuff anymore. Many adults dig the 
sound, too.” — 

The Beach series has given world- 
wide exposure to many rock ‘n’ roll 
stars. Little Stevie Wonder, Dick Dale 
and The Deltones, Donna Loren and 
The Pyramids have appeared in the ear- 
ly films. Brian Wilson, leader of the 
Beach Boys, was an extra in ‘‘Beach 
Party.”’ Mercury Records most success- 


ful singing wind-up doll, Lesley Gore 
will be a special guest star in the up- 
coming ‘Ski Party.”’ 

American International is one of the 
few movie studios to maintain a steady 
roster of players. Nowadays, most movie 
stars want to produce their own pic- 
tures so they avoid getting tied down 
to one studio. What AIP has been do- 
ing is building its own stars. The for- 
mula is “play them up, play them often, 
and publicize them plentifully.”’

Frankie Avalon credits the studio with 
giving him his biggest break in films. 
After* a series of minor roles in pic- 
tures like “The Alamo” and ‘‘The Long- 
est Day,” he got star billing in the Beach 
Party series. Avalon remarked that he 
has worked for most major compan- 
ies but, “never one as friendly as Amer- 
ican International.”’ 

“Their advertising and publicity met- 
hods,”’ said the young actor-singer, “have 
yet to be matched. They get right down

Comedians Harvey Lembeck, Morey 
Amsterdam and Don Rickles are kept 
on tap for laughs. Even established stars 
like Elsa Lanchester and Buster Keaton 
have found a happy home at AIP. 

Buster Keaton was signed to perform 
in a unique dual capacity - as star and 
special comedy consultant -- for “Beach 
Blanket Bingo.”’ Keaton's starring role 
in the musical comedy, will be only his 
second since 1928 With the first being 
AIP’s ‘Pajama Party’’ last year. During 
the 36 year period, Keaton had limit- 
ed himself to cameo roles in films and 
to television appearances. 

The veteran comedy star acted as ad- 
visor for the madcap comedy scenes and 
Keystone Kop style chase sequences 
which have been a highlight of previous 
AIP musical comedies and which again 
are featured in the new film. 

In the months ahead, you can look 
forward to seeing such cinema milestones 
as “How To Stuff A Wild Bikini,” “TI 
Was A Teenage Beach Ball,”’ ‘Pajama 
Party In A Haunted House,” “Sand Pail 
Spree,’’ and ‘‘Jet Set Party.”’

I have been on most of the record- 
ings that Chuck Berry has made and 
during a lot of his travels on the road 
I was in the band which accompanied 
him (Willie Dixon’s Band). I have been 
employed as a studio musician by the 
Chess Record Co. for many years. 

I studied piano under a private teach- 
er by the name of Alfred Simms who 
has a studio here in Chicago. He also 
taught Dorethy Donegan who has made 
quite a name for herself. 1 am 40 years 
old and I was born in Winona, Mis- 
sissippi where all types of music can 
be heard. I plan to do a piano series 
with my trio a little later.

Bo Diddley’s recerdings after his first 
recording “I’m A Man.” 

I played gospel music on most of the 
recordings on the Peacock and Duke 
labels by gospel groups consisting of 
the “Blind Boys”, “Dixie Humming 
Birds,” ‘““The Gospelaires.”’ I play piano 
and organ with these groups. I have 


not done any singing of gospel music 


yet. 

In my opinion gospel music plays a 
very big part in the field of popular mus- 
ic and blues, but I don’t think that it 
has had much influence in the field of 
modern jazz. In my opinion the mo- 
dern jazz field is separated entirely from 
gospel music. 

Thelonious Monk is very far out and 
I believe that he is trying to teil the 
public that there can be beauty in the 
use of discords but the public has not 
reached the stage where he can be ap- 
preciated. 

Horace Silver is a musician of dis- 
tinction and has been quite an inspira- 
tion and a welcome member to the field 
of good musicians. Jimmy Smith also 
has been a very creative musician as well 
as a top notch technician and his in- 
fluence upon the public has been tre- 
mendous. Chuck Berry has been a very 
great attraction and has created much 
interest in the style of music that he 
plays. Ramsey Lewis is a top notch mus- 
ician and will eventually achieve the rat- 
ing which I think he deserves. 

Stan Getz is, in my opinion, a mus- 
ician who is a favorite of the public 
and musicians alike, which is a very 
rare occurrence. 

Bobby Bland is a “soul singer” and 
there is something about this type of 
singer which has mass appeal and the 
ability to really “move” an audience. 
B.B. King will stand out always among 
the blues artists and I think that he is 
an outstanding personality in the blues 
field. 

As a child, I admired the music of 
Earl Hines, Fats Waller, Louis Armstrong 
and more recently Art Tatum and Teddy 
Wilson. Among the singers, I liked Billy 
Holiday and Ida James most of all. 

My favorites now are Jan Bradley, Etta 
James, Kay Starr and Etta Jones. The 
reason I like these singers is because 
these people are singers who possess 
not only great voices but a whole lot 
of soul, which is the thing that really 
moves me. 

The reason I moved to Chicago was 
really to try to better my financial con- 
dition. There are not many opportun- 
ities in a small town to develop your- 
self and I always wanted to get a chance 
to accomplish something. I had three 
brothers who had gone on to Chicago 
and established themselves and this seem- 


ed the most likely place for me to suc- 
ceed. 

In playing with Sonny Boy William- 
son, Howling Wolf and Lowell Fulson 
I learned the meaning of ‘soul’ which 
is a part of these artists. Sonny Boy to 
me is one of the most engaging per- 
sonalities to be met anywhere and so 
entertaining that one can never become 
bored in his presence. Lowell Fulson 
is a very easy person to like and his 
jovial and kind attitude is an asset in 
his relations with the public. Howling 
Wolf is a very great person and to see 
him perform is one of my greatest thrills. 
He is a gentleman at all times. 

My song, “I’d Rather Be With You” 


_(on the Val label) was written after meet- 


ing one of the nicest persons I have met 
anywhere and who is the only one who 
has a chance to change me from my 
present state of bachelorhocd. I did not 
write the tune ‘‘After Hours,”’ this tune 
was written by Avery Parrish and re- 
corded by Erskine Hawkins’ band. On 
the other side of this record is a blues 
tune called “Disgusted” which I wrote. 
The tune “Disgusted” is the true story 
of the picture in Chicago after the “rent 
controls” expired after the election of 
President Eisenhower and were a boon 
to real estate men who had lived under 
President Truman’s controls on rent. 

Every moment of my tour with Chuck 
Berry and Willie Dixon was indeed a 
pleasure and both these men are sup- 
erb artists in their own right. The in- 
teresting thing about these men is that 
a demand always sounds like a request 
and you never can become resentful a- 
round them. The members of our tour- 
ing band were Phil Thomas (drummer) 
a local artist of great ability, Harold 
Ashby (tenor sax) from Kansas City, 
Mo, who is now in New York making 


recordings and has been playing with > 


Mercer Ellington’s band and making re- 
cordings, Willie Dixon (bass) and one 
of the fellows who could make you laugh 
when you did not feel like laughing, 
Lafayette Leak (piano) a very quiet fel- 
low who didn’t talk too much but en- 
joyed the other fellows so much it wasn’t 
necessary to say anything. My experience 
with these men has caused me to take 
a look at myself and resolve that I must 
always try to do something of benefit 
to my fellow man and never carry any 
ill will toward anyone, keep an open 
mind - free from animosities, to have 
a friendly personality, and never be so 
tight financially that I can not give some- 
thing to relieve distress. The world would 
be in much better shape I think if men 
like these could have their part in mak- 
ing it. 

Thank you for enabling me to voice 
these expressions. 0 
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Toward the end of 1964, after long- 
haired British boys had virtually monop- 
olized the hit parade for months, female 
singing groups started coming on strong. 
The melodic sounds of the Supremes, the 
Dixie Cups, the Shangri-Las and several 
other feminine trios provided a welcame 
relief from all the echo-chambered shout- 
ing and screaming of the male groups. 

Three very very attractive young ladies 
who have enjoyed a resurgence of popu- 
larity in recent months are sisters Ronnie 
and Estelle Bennett and their first cousin 
Nedra Talley, known collectively as the 
Ronettes. With their two dramatic, power- 
fully arranged singles, ‘Walking In The 
Rain” and "Born To Be Together,” their 
first Phillies album, ‘Presenting the Fab- 
ulous Ronettes” and a string of radio, 
TV and personal appearance dates, the 
girls are reaching an ever-widening aud- 
ience. 


The Ronettes have spent a good deal 
of time in England where their fans in- 
clude members of that country’s leading 
pop groups. Estelle has dated George 
Harrison and Mick Jagger. Brian Epstein 
took the girls out to dinner, George show- 
ed them around London and the owner of 
London’s hippest club, the Ad-Lib, gave 
the trio a bon voyage party. 

That wasn’t all that happened. While 


“both groups were in London, the Ronettes 


were met after their shows every night 
by the Beatles. ‘They gave a wild party 
just for us” report the girls. "They taught 


us new dance steps that they made up 
themselves. Ringo is the best dancer. They 
like to play old American records by the 
Coasters, Chuck Berry, Little Richard and 
Bo Diddley. And the Beatles, like most 
of the people we met in England, have 
a great sense of humor and like to have 
a good time.” . 

The English countryside also appeals ta 
the girls. "It’s romantic - a nice place to 
go walking in the rain.” The Ronettes 
tour 6 months or more each year and 
half of that time is spent in Europe. 

All three girls are from New York City. 
They'd been singing together forfour years, 
appearing in twist clubs like the Pepper- 
mint Lounges in New York and Miami 
Beach, before they had a hit record. Phil 
Spector signed them up, applied a few 
of his creative recording techniques to 
the Ronettes smooth vocalizing and pro- 
duced ''Be My Baby”, a first big record 
for the girls. 

At personal appearances, like the Murray 
The K holiday shows, the Ronettes go 
over real big with the audiences. Once, 
in lowa, all the electricity went off during 
a performance. The girls walked through 
the audience, talking to them until the 
power came on again. Of their fans, the 
Ronettes say, ‘We love them for stay- 
ing as close to us as: they've been. We 
wish we could meet you all in person.” 

During a brief, but very enjoyable, in-

REPORT FROM 
LIVERPOOL 


“The trend was toward dirty-sounding names and clothing that looked like scruffy rags.” 


One of the most popular of the groups 
that originated in Liverpool is the Mer- 
seybeats. The four young men who are 
as renowned for their clothing as they 
are for their singing were kind enough 
to answer some questions of interest 
to American readers. 

The story of the Merseybeats is sim- 


ilar to that of many Liverpool groups.. 


Tony Crane, Johnny Gustafson, Aaron 
Williams and John Banks got together 
3 years ago to raise spare cash. They 
got their instruments at the music shop 
in town that supplies all the groups and 
began playing in a pub up the street 
from the Cavern. The lads earned ap- 
proximately $12 a night each. 

Finally, they were able to hire a van 
and driver to carry their equipment a- 
round, One day they went into a com- 
petition. They won a recording contract 
and started getting better offers. 

The big influences at the time were 
Little Richard, Elvis Presley, The Everly 
Brothers and Jimmy Reed. The Beatles 
were just beginning to happen and every- 
one was doing rhythm and blues. “In 
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Liverpool, 


9 out of 10 people started 
groups. And the 10th was somebody’s 
father,”’ say the Merseybeats. ‘‘When the 
Beatles began, they looked like the Roll- 
ing Stones. They weren’t pretty. Brian 
Epstein refined them. In any case, they 
had talent. 


“People outside Liverpool hadn’theard 
of the local. groups, but the acts drew 
big in their hometown. Once the Bea- 
tles got their recording contract, agents 
and people from record companies mov- 
ed in and began signing up groups. 

“For a while, the trend was toward 
long hair - the longer the better - dirty 
sounding names and clothing that look- 
ed like scruffy rags. They used to thump 
their chests and say ‘we play Jimmy Reed. 
We play real rhythm and blues.””’ _ 

“Screaming sort of things were pop- 
ular,” recall the Merseybeats. ‘“‘We an- 
alysed this trend and went in the op- 
posite direction. We decided to be dif- 
ferent by doing ballads.”’

"It’s quite a responsibility to be in the Hit Parade on both 
sides of the ocean, but it’s great to be there,’’ says Julie 
Rogers, captivating young beauty from England, who clicked 
with "The Wedding,”’ brought a new ‘marriage’ of talent and 
beauty to the music world. Music critics the world over pre- 
dict it will be a lasting ‘marriage’. 

Now 21, Julie began her career at the age of 16 while on 
a holiday in Spain, shortly after she graduated from the Ty- 
ler’s Croft School in London. Fascinated by the show-business 
world, Julie secretly planned to make it her world since early 
childhood. She was just a tot when her parents discovered 
her natural born singing talent. Although her parents enter- 
ed Julie in various talent competitions in her pre-teen years 
the Rolls family (her legal family name) expected Julie to 
become a secretary someday, just as her two older sisters. 
But Julie loved to sing and dance. A member of the school 
choir, she became a leading performer in school musicals.

Julie tells the story of her first professional engagement, 
still vivid in her memory: "A girlfriend, Peggy Bronham and

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Nothing much happened for the next few months, so Julie, 
looking for adventure, took a job as a stewardess ona ship 
doing the Africa run. After one trip she decided to try again 
for a break into the music world. Luckily, Teddy Foster, pop- 
_-ular band leader was looking for a female vocalist to front 
his band. Julie was one of 80 youngsters auditioning for the 
job, but Foster quickly recognized her talent and hired her 
on the spot. 

For six months Julie toured with the Foster band, building 
a reputation of talent combined with outstanding beauty. When 
the season ended, Foster's band broke up, but Teddy suggest- 
ed Julie team up with him ina Louis Prima-Keely Smith type- 
__ act. She agreed and the pair successfully toured London night 
__ clubs and U.S. Armed Forces camps in Germany. 

It was during this round of bookings that Julie’s three-oc- 

_ fave voice came to the attention of England’s well-known 
A & R Director, Johnny Franz. Considered the greatest re- 
cording manager for female singers in Europe, a nod from 

Franz meant Julie was big talent, big enough to be pacted

Julie’s dad, who 
manages a cold storage firm in London is now better known 
as ''the father of Julie Rogers.” 

About her family’s reaction to her success, Julie says: 
“They are, of course, naturally thrilled by it all and proud, 
I think, too. My dad has even given an interview on my be- 
half...while | was making my first visit to the United States. 

Shortly after ‘The Wedding” started to climb the U.S. hit 
charts, Mercury Records arranged to bring Julie to the Unit- 
ed States for a short promotion tour. An exciting experience 
for the vivacious beauty, for it was her first glimpse of Am- 
erica. In a hectic seven-day schedule Julie visited New York, 
Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia, and Mercury’s Chicago 
headquarters. Our HIT PARADER photographer trailed Julie 
in Chicago, for these exclusive photos during her Windy City 
visif. y 

Julie left a very definite impression during her fleeting visit 
to the U.S. A real charmer, her ready wit, spontaneous and

Anyway, Herman’s Hermits were discover- wold 
ed by Mickie Mast, who’s second only to 
Brian Epstein in bringing forth England’s ea 
newest and hottest rock ‘n’ roll talent (in- — 
cluding the Animals and the Nashville Teens). is 
Within a mere 9 months they became one > 
of the best known groups in Northern Eng- 
land and instituted ‘“Hermania” among a 
large following of ardent fans. pane 

The présent line-up has been together for ea 
less than a year. Herman joined them ' vher 
they were called the Heartbeats. The grou 
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has changed around a bit since its forma- 
tion. Karl Green (bass guitar) is the only 
member pf the original group. As people 
left, Barry Whitwam (drums) was the first 
to join, then Derek ‘Lek’ Leckenby (lead 
& rhythm guitar) and last Keith Hopwood 
(lead & rhythm guitar). 

The group was brought to the attention 
of independent record producer Mickie 
Most. He traveled to see them at a con- 
cert in Bolton, was immediately impressed 
by their stage show and signed them to a 
recording contract. He did however point 
out many of their faults and the boys have 
tremendous confidence in him. In fact, he 
saw them, signed them, recorded them and 
got the record released in the space of three 
weeks. 

Mickie Most was completely responsible 
for the choice of material on the debut disc 
by Herman’s Hermits, ‘I’m Into Something 
Good.” It became a hit on both sides of the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Shortly after their record clicked, the boys 
made a brief appearance in America for 
TV appearances and a press conference and 
a very swinging party in their honor at 
New York City’s famed Peppermint Lounge. 

Your intrepid editors, eager to get all the 
facts on this new British group, spent many 
hours with them -- especially at that wild 
party at the Peppermint Lounge. 

The day after the party, boy editor Don 
Paulsen, alert and clear-eyed after just three 
hours of sleep, dragged himself out of his 
office and made the perilous four block jour- 
ney, through New York City traffic, to the 
Hermit’s hotel for the press conference. 

Teen-aged reporters from high school news- 
papers filled the room. Gathered in one cor- 
ner were a few older (like, in their late teens 
and early twenties) reporters and editors 
from fan magazines. Herman and the Her- 


mits finally entered the room, Paulsen sat 
next to Herman, turned on his tape record- 
er and fell asleep as everyone else started 
asking questions.

We haven’t 
seen much, though. We’ve only been here 
for 24 hours.

Q: If it weren’t for the Beatles, do you 
think you’d be in America today? 

A: Can’t say. But, probably not. The Bea- 
tles started something. A lot of kids said 
“If they can do it, so can I.” The kids 
got guitars and drums and formed groups. 
The big stars used to be someone no one 
could talk to. Then the Beatles came along. 
They were just normal kids like everyone 
else, with none of the big star behavior. 
That made all the kids think, ‘Well, I’m 
just the same as them. Why can’t I make 
it too?” 

Q: How has success changed your own 
lives? 

A: We don’t go home as often. We have 
more money. We’re meeting thousands of 
friends we don’t want. You know, people 
who just sort of hang on.

Q: How about rhythm and blues? Ya 
A: It’s very big but it’s dying out. : eee 
Q: What’s the next big trend? ‘ea 
A: Nothing’s coming in. Nothing has ever 
gone big all over England except the Twist 
and the Beatles. Nothing elsé lasts for more 


Q: What about skiffle music? vr 
A: That was before my record buying time. : 
In my time, the only musical trends that 
have been nationwide have been the twist 
and the Beatles. What about in America? 
(Don Paulsen woke up and told Peter — 
the same thing was true over here. And 
then Herman's Hermits had to catch a 
plane so they were _hustied out of the 
room and that ended she press conference 
and everyone went home poke leet to the 
cihiche or back to steep). oO x , 
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Ask any devotee of the current popular 
music scene where the capital of beat music 
is and you're likely to be informed that it’s 
Liverpool, England. Ask where the head- 
quarters of beat in Liverpool can be found 
and you’re certain to be told it’s at the 
Cavern. It was here that a particular type 
of beat was born and from here the Liver- 
pool sound has gone out to shake the pop 
music frontiers of the world. 

The Cavern is located in Mathew Street, 
in the business quarter of Liverpool, and 
is surrounded by merchants’ stores and ware- 
houses. This is hardly surprising since the 
Cavern was a warehouse itself until it was 
converted in 1957. On a good night, long 
queues of beat enthusiasts wind along the 
narrow street, sometimes stretching as far 
as the busy shopping thoroughfare of White- 
chapel. It is not unusual for hundreds to 
be turned away when a star attraction is 
billed to appear. For those who gain ad- 
mission, a steep flight of steps leads to a 
roomy, vaulted cellar. The groups appear 
on a small platform at one end of the cel- 
lar, in front of which are rows and rows 
of chairs. At each side there are spaces left 
for jiving, twisting or just standing. 

How then did the sound start? Liverpool 
has always been a city with a character 
very much its own. A thriving seaport, its 
record, past and present, is happily free 
from any racial discord. Its proximity to 
Ireland has led to a long-established Irish 
community and Welsh too can sometimes 


be heard in the streets. A large Chinese 
community lives peacefully in the area a- 
around Great George Square and there are 
more Chinese restaurants in Liverpool per 
head of population than anywhere else in 
Europe. Above all it is a city rich in music. 
From its many elements it has a varied 
folk music, dating back to the nineteenth 
century with such songs as ‘““Maggie May”’ 
and continued today by fine folk groups 
like the Liverpool Spinners. Jamaican steel 
bands beat out their insistent rhythms in 
cellars and coffee clubs, jazz seSsions are 
held in back rooms of pubs and, since 
1961, several hundred beat groups perform 
in dozens of clubs and ballrooms. It is wor- 
th remembering that in its early days the 
Cavern followed a jazz policy and, in ad- 
dition to the bands of Acker Bilk or Ken 
Colyer, there were occasional appearances 
by American artists such as Brownie Mc- 
Ghee, Josh White and the late Big Bill 
Broonzy. Undoubtedly some of today’s pop 
stars were in the audiences on those nights 
and possibly some of those blues-inflected 
guitar chords helped to contribute to the 
sound of the current Mersey beat. The pol- 
icy has been revived in 1964 and there 
have been recent appearances by Sonny Boy 
Williamson, John Lee Hooker, Little Walter 
and Howlin’ Wolf. 

The Cavern has had a pronounced ef- 
fect on Liverpool life. Like similar small- 
er clubs such as the Sink Club, it serves 
only coffee and soft drinks, the agreeable 
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result of which had previously been on a 
depressingly upward curve. Special sessions 
are held for younger fans on Saturday af- 
ternoons. It seems hard to realize that as 
recently as the end of 1962 the Beatles were 
still the Cavern’s resident group and only 
a little earlier were appearing as support- 
ing groups to jazz bands at such venues 
as the Tower Ballroom, New Brighton, or 
on riverboat cruises up the River Mersey. 
Other groups, such as the Searchers, Gerry 
and the Pacemakers, the Swinging Blue 
Jeans and the Mojos, all made their names 
at the Cavern before moving on to record- 
ing contracts and international fame. Cilla 
Black first came into the beat scene through 
working in the Cavern cloakroom and cof- 
fee bar. Today the Beatles have left their 
mark on the city and it’s impossible to walk 
along Lime Street or Scotland Road with- 
out seeing a lot of beatle haircuts and a 
fair number of carried guitar cases. Small 
vans are usually painted with the names 
of the groups that run them and often with 
the titles of their hit records. 

Though it stands as the unchallenged cap- 
ital of the Liverpool sound, the Cavern’s 
policy is not standing still. More recent in- 
novations include a recording studio, a re- 
cord shop and a weekly radio programme, 
“Sunday Night At The Cavern,’ on radio 
Luxembourg. It seems safe to suppose that 
the Liverpool Cavern will continue to do- 
minate the music scene it created for many 
years to come.0

Being a singer seems like one of the 
most glamorous, exciting, profitable car- 
eers in show business. It can be. But not 
too many people are talented or fortun- 
ate enough to make it to the top. And 
those few who succeed rarely do so with- 
out a long, difficult struggle. 

There is no clearly defined, guarante- 
ed path to the top. If you've read the 
life stories of the singers we present in 
every issue of Hit Parader, you'll know 
that each one of them has his or her 
own individual way of achieving their 
goal. 

“Talent, though, is a primary requisite,” 
says Eydie Gorme. “You can’t really be- 
gin without that. It's good to recognize 
in yourself whether you have it or not. 

“it's very difficult to give people ad- 
vice if they have nothing. It's a paint- 
less, hopeless situation if you aren't ex- 
tremely talented. It's getting harder and 
harder. There was a time when mediocre 
talent could make it for a while, but it’s 
not happening any more. 

‘People are used to seeing the best 
singers on television. They know what's 
good, and you've really got to have: it 
on the ball before you even consider it. 

“There are plenty of kids who are suc- 
ceeding. But there are many others who'd 
be only wasting their time. They should 
finish school and go to college and go 
into sontething else.” 


The Temptations, whose “My Girl’ re- 
cently burned up the record charts offer 
some advice on the music world that is 
sound and pulls no punches: “Look at 
it as a business...a tough business. Get 
a good formal education...especially mus- 
ic. To be a success you have to know what 
you're doing. Listen to the big, establish- 
ed groups....not the one-hit groups. In the 
beginning pattern yourself after someone 
good....The Four Freshman, The Hilos, 
Gladys Knight and The Pips. Go to church 
and listen to the singing there.” 

“After years of struggling we've learn- 
ed to-accept success. All groups should 
have their share of hard times. It would 
make them a better act and they'd last 
a lot longer. Even if we don't have an- 
other hit record, the stage experience we 
learned while we were waiting for the 
big break will keep us working for a long, 
long time.”

“Singing isn’t as easy as we thought 
it would be,” say the Reflections. “It's 
not an easy-time racket.

Like many young performers who click 


with their first record, the Reflections came 
face to face with the stark realities of show 
business. A hit tune such as “Just Like 
Romeo and Juliet" can bring unexpected 
changes into the lives of five young men 
who never dreamed of nation-wide fame, 


The Reflections: we thought it would be a gravy train, but it’s not. 
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and in the hectic weeks since their disc 
went zooming up the charts, the Reflec- 
tions have learned to cope with dozens 
of new problems. 

“A simple thing like keeping our clothes 
clean can sometimes seem impossible. 
While we were ona string of one-nighters 
we found that many towns just don’t have 
one-day laundry service,” say the boys. 

“Also, we can never seem to get enough 
sleep. Transportation is another problem. 
Sometimes we use our manager's car and 
other times we fly. We have to take a 
lot of new responsibilities. Some people 
try to take advantage of a new group. 
It’s very rough.” 

The Reflections caution anyone who con- 
siders a career in show business to ex- 
pect some hard work. “In the beginning 
sometimes you have to work 18 hours 
a day. Prepare to make a lot of sacri- 
fices,"’ 

“Even something simple like standing 
on a stage takes rehearsing. We still feel 
a little nervous before every show. We 
think everyone does.”

show-biz aspirations, it's the Four Tops, 
who waited 1] years for a hit record. 
Lead singer Levi Stubbs cautions begin- 
ners about the music world. “It’s bigger 
than it looks. Be serious about it and don’t 
even try to make it unless you're qual- 
ified.’ “Guts and determination and the 
right preparation are needed,” says Abdul 
Fakir and Renaldo Benson's advice based 
on 1] years experience, is “Be prepared, 
both mentally and musically. Try to im- 
prove yourself. Never be satisfied with 
your best effort. You can get lost in the 
shuffle. If you can’t stay abreast - forget 
it." Second tenor Larry sums it up with, 
“Keep pushing.” 

The necessity for hard work is one facet 
of show business Mary Wells feels most 
young people overlook, and she offers 
this advice: “Singing is something you 
should really love and really devote your- 
self to. It should be the dream you've 
had since childhood. You'll find that it's 
not all sugar and spice. You have to work 
hard, ond when you become successful, 


Wells: you should really love it. 


you have to work even harder.” 

Martha & The Vandellas offersome prac- 
tical suggestions for anyone with talent 
who would like to become a recording ar- 
tist. The best thing you can do is to get 
an original tune. When you sing a song 
made popular by someone else you can't 
help being influenced by them. We've 
always tried to have original material. 
And we always had our own sound.” 

“Whenever someone asks you to sing, 
don't be shy. You never can tell who's 
going to be listening.” 

The editors of Hit Parader offer these 
comments: ‘Every singer must find the 
best method of utilizing his particular tal- 
ents. For some, it would be best to join 
a group. Others may have the ability to 
excel as a solo artist. 

“Sing in school or church choirs, at as- 
semblies, dances....any opportunity to ap- 
pear before an audience. 

“If you have talent, it will be apparent 
to your family, friends, teachers and lo- 
cal disc jockeys and they will encourage 
and assist you. 

“If an agent wants to manage you, make 
sure he’s honest and legitimate. Above 
all, don't pay anyone outrageous sums 
of money to ‘make you a star’. At best 
it’s a gamble. And the best agents and 
managers assume the financial risks out 
of their own pockets. 

“You might make a tape recording or 
demo record and send it to a local disc 
jockey or a record company (you can get 
their addresses from reference books in 
your public library.)
